LONDON, January 17.—The banquet to Minis- 
ter Phelps yesterday was a great success.

Mr. Phelps sat on the right of Prime Warden 
Lawrence, who presided, and with whom he 
conversed during the evening. On the other 
side ofthe Warden sat the Chief Justice. Much 
curiosity was felt to know whether Mr. Phelps 
would reply to Lord Salisbury’s last 
letter, recently published with other 
diplomatic documents, there being nothing to 
show that the correspondence had closed, but 
he did not refer to the sutject, though he may 
make important remarks on public affairs at 
the banquet to be given him next week at the 
Mansion House. The latter occasion is of a 
more public character, and the Mansion 
House is a traditional place for 

mportant utterances of public men. While 
containing nothing of importance, yester- 
day’s speech gave general satisfaction be- 
cause ofits good humor both in matter and 
manner. One thing made it particularly ac- 
ceptable, under the circumstances. It ended 
with a quotation from a poem by the favorite 
Unitarian poet, Barbauld, alarge number of 
the members of the guild belonging to that 
small but influential denomination.

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THE TAILORS’ CONVENTION, 


It Brings Together Two Old Friends Sep- 
arated for Twenty Years. 


The convention of Custom Foreman Tall. 
ors now in session at the Southern Hotel, 
made an examination of the Secretary and 
Treasurer’s papers and accounts this morn- 
ing. This took up the entire morning ses- 
sion, and when it was completed the con- 
vention adjourned until 2 o’clock. 

An incident occurred since the con- 


vention opened, which is worthy of 
some notice. It was the meeting 
of A „Brooke, a delegate to 
the convention from Chicago, and William Ed- 
mondson, one of the oldest tailors in the city. 
Brooke and Edmondson are both Englishmen 
and came to this country about the same time, 
nearly forty-six years ago. They were boys 
together in the old country,and resumed their 
acguaintance when they met in Ameriva. Not 
long after they came to the United States they 
sep „ and did not meet again 
until 1868 in Cincinnati, O. They 
were much rejoiced then to meets 
butas they had both business interests in 
different places they separated again and have 
notseen each other since until yesterday. 
Both of them give many interesting reminis- 
cences ofthe tailor business in this country 
when they firstcame here. They made coats 
then that required fourteen hours work for 50 
cents a piece, and at the end of the week their 
wages just about balanced with their board. 
Whenever they wanted to bury anything then, 
and asked the boss for money he would give 
them an order for whatever they needed, in- 
stead ot giving them coin. Nearly all busi- 
ness then was by interchange, money was so 
scarce. 

IL remember going to my boss in Worcester, 
Mass., one day and asking him to give me 
money to buy some articles I needed“ 
said Mr. Edmondson this morning, ‘‘and 
he offered me an order. ‘No,sir;I want cash,’ 
said I, and he finally. after grumbling a great 
deal, gave me $20, which was $10 less than he 
owed me. I told him if he didn’t give me the 
other $10 I wouldn’t work for him any more, 
and he finally gave methat. I was working at 
the time, and telling him that I was going out 
to get a new pair of scissors, I left the shop, 
= a train and have never been in Worcester 
since ’’ 

Mr. Brooke was the first tailor to make and 
sell boys’ clothing in Cincinnati and accumu- 
lated several hundred thousand dollars 
through his business there. To say that he 
was delighted to meet his old friend is putting 
u mild. They were together all morning tell- 
ing stories of their boyhood and early strug- 
gies in this country and both laughed with 
such heartiness over the reminiscences told 
by each other that they soon bad an interested 
audience of their fellow tradesmen. 


IT SHOULD BE STOPPED. 


Mule Driving on the Streets Causes a Very 
Serious Accident To-day. 


At 10 o’clock this morning, an accident oc- 
cufréd at Broadway and Florida street, which 
will probably resuitinthe death of Michael 
Mcintyre, a hogse-trader.

Mcintyre seems to have 
become confused by the rushing drove and in 
stepping aside to get out of the way of one of 
the drivers he got directly in frontof the 
horse ridden by Tom Farrell and was thrown 
violently to the pavement. He was picked up 
in an ate 5 Sadat and conveyed oh, 
roo ar by. . mstrong was ca hoe 
end to nis injuries temporarily, after 
which be was removed to his home, No. 1361 
Glasgow avenue. His injuries were chiefly 
about his head, and blood was flowing freely 
from his nose and mouth. Dr. Armstrong 
did not make  =—sufficient investigation 
before the injured man was removed to deter- 
mine the exact character of his wounds. 
McIntyre was well-known in -horse-trading 
circles, having been engaged in the business 
in this city for about thirty-five years, and 
was at one time the proprietor of a sale stabie 
on Broadway. The negro, Farrell, went to 
the Union Stock Yards, in pursuit of his 
duties, after the accident, where he was 
arrested by Officer Allenner and locked up at 
the Fourth District Station. 

The accident is the result of driving un- 
broken mules through the streets. This is 
dorfe to such an extent in the northern part of 
the city that women and children cannot with 
safety pass along the streets in the day time.

ticles is dated, Baltimore, April 21, 1789, 
and runs ag follows: 

“The President of the United States arrived 
in this place on his way to congress on Friday 
afternoon, the. 17th instant, with Charles 
Thompson, esg., and colonel Humphries. 
This great man was met some miles from town 
by a large body of respectable citizens on 
dorse back, and conducted, under a discharge 
of cannon, to mr. Grant’s tavern, through 
crowds of admiring spectators. At sixo'clock 
a committee chosen in consequence of a late 
notification to adjust the preliminaries of his 
reception, waited upon him with an address. 
Agreat number of the citizens were presented 
to bim and very graciously received. 
Having arrived too late for a public 
dinner, he accepted an invitation to supper 
from which he retired a little after ten 
o'clock. The next morning he was in his car- 
riage at halt past five o’clock, when he left 
town under a discharge of cannon, and at- 
tended, as on his entrance, by a body ofthe 
citizens on horseback. These gentiemen ac- 
companied him seyen miles when, alighting 
‘rom his carriage, he would not permit them 
t) proceed any further; but took leave of 
them after thankipg them in an nee

Hall only add on this oocasion that those who 
tad often seen him before, and those who 
never had, were equally anxious to see him. 
Such is the rare impression excited by his un- 
common character and virtues. 

Next in order is the letter from 
Philadelphia, April 24, 1789. A letter froma 
gentleman inthis city to bis friend in the 
country, dated the 22dinst., says: 1 know 
you are anxious to hear the particulars of our 
late procession on the arrival ofthe president 
general.

They 
cannot sentence me untiil Have been tried. 
I have appealed the case to the 
Holy See, and that takes it out of 
the hands of the bishop. Pending a 
decision from Rome, I shall go to Peirce Gity 
and proceed with my duties. The Bishop bas 
threatened the people of Peirce City to take 
their property away from them if they allow 
metoremain. The people wonder how be is 
going to do that. They paid for what they 
bave there, and although itis inthe Bishop’s 
name, yetheisonly a trustee, and can do 
nothing with it in the way of disposing of it.’’

TO FORECLOSE A MORTGAGE, 


Suit Begun by Bondholders of the St. Louis 
Cotton Mills for Their Money. 


This morning Carlos 8. Greeley and John D. 
Perry as trustees and the Boatmen’s Savings 
Bank filed a suit in the Circuit Court to fore- 
close a mortgage on the St. Louis Cot- 
ton factory at Lafayette avenue and Me- 
mard street. The suit was brought 


against the St. Loais factory the co ration 
which issued the bonds secured by the mort- 
gage to be foreclosed and its successor, the 
t. Louis Cotton Mill. The St. Louis Cotton 
Factory issued the bonds to the amount of 
$150,000 in September, 1882, and gave a mort- 
gage on ite building, machinery and 
real estate. The real estate is halt 
of a block bounded on the 
west by Menard, on the south by Lafayette 
and on the north by Soulard street, and nine 
lots in adjacent blocks. The machinery cost 
$400,000 originally and the building a good 
round sum. The bonds were placed tothe 
amount of $52,000 in Europe, $25,000 in Baiti- 
more, $1,000 was held dy the company 
and subsequently pledged locally as col- 
lateral on loans. The balance was 
disposed of to many persons in small lots. 
The company failed to meet the semi- 
annual installments of interest, and on Sep- 
tember 2, 1885, a new corporation, the St. 
Louis Cotton Mills, was formed. This com- 
pany is also a defendant in the foreclosure 
suit. The stockholders in the new corporation 
were Adoipbus\Meler, trustee, 19% sheres, 8. 
M. Dodd, W. M. Senter, Theo. G. Meier, M. 
C. Humphrey, E. D. Meier and John W. Meier 
one sbare earth. On the death of Adolphus 
Meier last year W. M. Senter was made Presi- 
dent. Theo. G. Meier is the Secretary and 
Treasurer. The mills have not been run since 
the new incorporation. 
Beside the indebtedness to the bondholders, 
ey oe and interest defaulted, the company 
as about $7,000 of floating debts, partly com- 
posed of taxes. 
The Boatmen’s Bank hold $37,000 of the 
each bond having sixteen 
interest coupons attached, and 
on the demand 0 
the bank thatthe suit was commenced by the 
trustees. The bonds are 1 in 1892 and 
were considered a good investment seven 
yearsago. The proverty the mortgage covers 
will probably sell for enough to recoup the 
bondholders and leave a small surplus.

A GLIMPSE OF TWO ASTORS. 


The Possessors of Two Hundred Millions as 
Seen in an Uptown Restaurant. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

A day or two ago I was in Delmonico’s when 
the youngest of the Astors entered and took his 
luncheon. His solemnity and sadness of mien 
was striking. He kept his eyes fixed religiously 
on the ground as he walked across the cafe,se- 
lected a distant and secluded table, turned his 


back upon the peopie and ate with 
an air of — and mournful _ self- 
abegnation. 0 is the heir of a 
hundred or two millions and is probably the 
most desirable parti in New York. No one 
seemed to know him and the waiter who at- 
tended to his wants was quite carelessand in- 
different. Had he known that it was the beir 
ofthe Astors that be was waiting upon he 
would probably have jumped five feet 
in the air with alacrity. Before 
this particular Astor had nished his 
luncheon, his cousin, William Waldorf Astor, 
also drifted in and sat down near the door. His 
face had the same n grave and sol- 
emn look. Ido not supose that the ex-Min- 
ister of Italy is more than 35 or 36 years 
ot age, and he has a magnificent physique, 
but the general effect after a hasty look at 
his face is that of a man who has had a stormy 
life and is nearing his 48th or 49th 
ear. He, too, was exceedingly simple 
n the matter of fare. He drank acup of tea 
with his luncheon, andwhen he had finished 
hetook an old book from the pocket of his 
overcoat and sat reading it quietly for bat an 
hour. Then he paid his bill, got up and 
drifted out. Neither ofthe two Astors knew 
efthe other’s presence. Probably the two 
men together will eventually represent 


, 000. 

I followed Mr. Astor out of the place, and as 
we stopped atthe corner to allowa car to 
pass, he steeped hastily past me and made a 
profound bow to a man across the street. The 
man nodded inreturn. It wasa greeting be- 
tween father and son, but it might have been“ 
the salutation of one Ambassador to 
another. The portly form of the elder 
Astor was clad in black. His face w 
as heavily seamed as that of a tragedian, and 
be walked with a slow and ponderous tread. 
There was a heavy band of cra on his hat. 
He passed mournfully along the street and 
strode slowly up towards his house at Fifth 
avenue and enty-third street. 

There are very few families in the world 
whose wealth is more substantial, solid and 
ample than that of the Astors, and yet I do not 
thin that I have ever seen three men who 
looked more hopelessly and utterly unhappy 
than the trio of millionaires looked that day. 
It seemed to show with a good deal of torce 
that 3 does not always carry happiness 
with it.

Worried ag some of the saloon -keepers now 
are over the difficulty in obtaining licenses to 
continue in business, they are not more an- 
noyed than others bave been in times past to 
secure that same privilege to sell liquors and 
retail refreshments to them tbat are thirsty. 
The main difficulty has not been found before 
atthe Collector’s office, but among the resi- 
dents of the blocks where it was proposed to 
loeate the saloon, and any number of ways 
that are dark and tricks that are more or less 
vain have been practicea to secure the nec- 
essary majority of the residents as signers of 


the application. The neighborhood fights 
that often occur when a saloon-keeper 2 
poses to establish one of those pecullarly 
American institutions where it is neither ap- 
preciated nor wanted are frequently bitter 
and prolonged, and strategy as well as force 
play an important part. The Post-DIsPaTcH 

as Alrendy given an account of the long 
struggic Tom McNeary had and how he out- 
generaled his opponents by building a tene- 
ment house and putting into it so many ten- 
ants that there were more residents in that 
one house than there were in all the rest of the 
block. Of course tenants all signed his 
petition, and thus having a majority he 
secured his license despite the objections of 
the neighbors who for seven ears had 
forced him to confine bis business to the sale 
of non-intoxicants. And that recajis another 
incident in Tom McNeary’s career that is 
rather humorous. He owned and ran the Red 
Stocking Base Ball Park at one time, on Comp- 
ton avenue near the railroad tracks. The 
neighborhood was not built ap then. There 
were bills where houses now stand, and the 
park occupied the entire block on which it 
was located. McNe wanted some one on 
the premises to protect them and take care of

& man named Jackson there to live. Jackson 
had afamily but no money, and the house, 
rent free, together with asmall stipend, was 
a God-send to him. 

McNeary concluded that he would obtain a 
license and increase his revenue by selling 
beer to the crowds that attended the games, 
so one day he went downto Collector Hud- 
son and applied foralicense. He was much 
astonished when the Collector turned to him

McNeary hunted bim over that part of 
the city, but nothing could he find 
or hear of Jackson. The next day he repeated 
the bunt and stiJihis only signer was out of 
the way. Three days passed beiore anything 
was seen of him and then he returned. Jack- 
son finally didsign bis name. When he did 
McNeary got bis licence, but not until be bad 
chased his watchman for three days and ob- 
tained his consent. 

A CHOUTEAU AVENUES CASE.

The fellow accepted ani one mesoing he 
took his trunk and grip aud settled down 
there. Ten minutes after histrunk was pat 
in the room he added hie name 
to the petition and in an hour 
the coliector granted the license. 
The objecting neighbors were much put out 
when they saw thatin spite of the notice that 
had been served on ber sue did not close the 
doors and went to the police with a complaint, 
but they were informed that she had her 
license and they had been whipped in the 
fight.

Revenue Officers Raiding the Lawless Gangs 
in the Mountains. *

CHARLOTTD, N. C., January 17.—Moon- 
shiners in the mountains in this part of the 
State gre becoming very lawless and trouble- 
some. It is evident that some of Redman’s 
famous gang still survive and are organizing 
to operate on a large scale. Redman, who 
was for years the king of thé North Carolina 
moonshiners, and a desperate outlaw, and 
who is now serving aterm of imprisonment in 
the Albany Penitentiary, had in his day, und 
that only a few years ago, a large body of fol- 
lowers and he carried on wmoonshin- 


ing on no emall scale. After 
his arrest his men were compelled 
to disband, but nowit seems as if the organ- 
ization with an unknown leader had been per- 
fected in the mountains. At different times 
and in different parts of the Westerp mount- 
alus in this State lately, large groups of n, 
strongly suspected of being movnshinérs, 
have been seen, and it is also said that some 
of them boasted that Redman’s spirit is 
still among them.

The cold wave that came so unexpectedly 
was not cold enough to do any damaveto the 
wheat crop.——Yesterday 27, bu wheat was 
withdrawn from store by city._mills and 11,833 
bu for rallshipmentand 128, bu No. 2 corn 
for export via the barges.——Stocks of wheat 
at points of accumulation in Australasia, as 
cabled to JSDradstreet’s, agarexated 3,123,000 
‘a on January 1. At the interior, in 
farmers’ and dealers’ hands, there are addi- 
tional, but not large stocks of old wheat. The 
crop now being harvested in Australia will 
robably not id more than abous 24, 0. 000 
u, sufficient only for colonial consumption 
and seed.——The stock of corn showed a de- 
crease this morning, the first in many days. 
—There is no change in the tenor of advices 
from the Northwest regarding the deliveries 
of wheat by farmers, and elevators continue 
to be closed from want of wheat. A &t. 
Paul railway official stated a day or 
two ago that his — has carried only 
about oue half as much wheat from Dakota 
since the crop movement of 18s as compared 
with that of 1887. The daily loading of cars 
reported at presentis only about one-fourth 
that of the corresponding time in 1888, when 
blizzards and snow storms checked business, 
while this winter there is nothing te hinder a 
free movement.——Geo. H. Flant has been 
serving on the Grand-jury this week, which 
accounts for the absence of style on the floor 
lately.— Nen York to Roper: ‘‘Liverpool 
wheat heavy, inactive and tending down; 
cargoes weak.’’ To Ewald: London de- 
pressed; indications of reaction downward. 
Continent stopped selling, Dut English houses 
have weak advices and have soid fairly. 
Exports from all parts during December were

Our agent at Minneapolis wires as fol- 
lows: Millers dave reduced prices 180 
all around and one mill hes drawn out 
of combination and cutting prices. Rumored 
that another mill will do same.’’——Bagging 
seermns to be utterly demoralized and is now 
quoted at 24c a pound lower than a day or so 
—— decrease of 250,000 bu is estimated in 

inneapolis s ot wheat for this week. 
— Exports of wheat and flour last week from 
the Pacific coast to Europe were equivaient to 
500,000 bu, against 965.000 ba the previous 
week. — Late advices from Karachi state that 
there was considerable accumulation of wheat 
at that rt, no less than 2,250,000 bu be- 
ing stOred awaiting shipment. The 
recent almost unprecedented rise in 
freight rates ad attracted steam- 
ers elsewhere. The Indian ryot must have 
this year been compensated for last year’s bad 
crops, for he has been getting a very high 

rice for bis wheat, say equa! to cents per 

ushel, which includes the cost of the bag. 
This price compares with 67 cents per bushel 
the previous year.——New York reported four- 
teen loads corn taken for export most of 
which was steamer grade. 

Wheat was better this forenoon, but there 
was no drep to the market and, locally, no 
real strength. It was the colder weather and 
the fear of a still lower temperature that was 
the chief elevating wer. At Morehead it 
was reported 16 deg. below zero and the cold 
moving this way, and, as the ground was bare 
of snow, this excited useasiness as 
to the effect of a. freeze upon the 
crop. There was something of «a ballish 
feeling among a few traders, through the con 
tinued light arrivais, the milling demand for 
wheat and the depiction in the stock here, but 
these traders were not buying toany extent, 
probably because they already have their 
loads. rom Euro n markets there came 
nothing but unfavorable advices. Really 
all the bulls had to help them out was 
that shop-worn buag-a-boo ‘‘manipulation,’’ 
and a crop scare, and this latter would only 
bein the grain — of the exchanges. They 
tried to w up some enthusiasm 
by talk of export buying at Balti- 
more, but i¢ didn’t pan, there was 
some bearish news regarding a cut 
in Minneapolis flour that had  consid- 
erable effect.

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THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 


ANXIETY OF WESTERN SOUTH AMERICAN 
STATES FOR ITS COMMENCEMENT. 


What an American Merchant Saw in South 
America—Steps Taken to Facilitate the 
Formation of the Oanal Company 


Chilian Opposition and Peruvian Friend- 
ship—An Oppressed Country Hoping for 
Freedom. 


HAVE just returned 
from a long business 
tonr through Mexico 
and the Western Re- 
publics of South Amer- 
ica,’” said Abram 
Spiegelberg, a leading 
merchant of Santa Fe 
and El Paso, who is 
spending a few days in 
the city, and am in 
a position to know that 
the action of our Con 

gress is watched as it 
never was before by all the inbabitants of the 
southern half of Mexico, the States on the 
isthmus, and especially by those of the west- 
ern and northwestern coast of South America. 
They care nothing for what we may do in the 
direction of protection or tariff reduction, but 
have all their thoughts and hopes centered on 
the bill for the chartering of the Nicaragua 
canal. 


SOUTH AMERICAN HOPES. 

“The idea that the Panama Canal will ever be 
completed bas long Ween abandoned by all the 
Central and South Americans, and the Nica- 
ragua scheme is looked upon by them all as 
the only chance of being given the means of 
communication with the centers of commerce, 
the lack of which was so seriously detrimental 
to the industrial development of all the coun- 
try west of the Andes. The Nicaraguans were 
very much disturbed by the feature in the Dill 
reguiring one-fourth of the stock of the canal 
to be held in that country. They were more 
than willing to pay this, or even a larger price, 
for the canal, even if the stock should 
be lost, instead of returning an income of 
from 7 to 10 per cent, as the probabilities are 


that the stock will do, but it was feared tnat 
sufficient capital could mot be secured. As 
soon, however, as this feature in the House 
bill became known, meetings were held in all 
the large cities on the estern coast, and 
funds far in excess of the amount required 
were pledged in case the Nicaraguans should 
find themselves upable to raise the cash to 


take the stock. In order that no ques- 
tion as to the legitimacy of the Nicara- 
guant holdings might e raised it was 


generally agreed that the money should be 
advanced as a loan on real estate, agents 
being appointed to see that the sums ad- 
vanced were applied to the purchase of stock. 
Ecuador, Bolivia and Peru have taken the 
lead in the movements and are as anxious 
for the success of the canalas the Nicara- 

uans themselves, and will stand by it 
through thick and thin. 

THE STAND OF CHILI. 

The only western South American country 
thatis not thoroughly in sympathy with the 
proposed canal is Chili. Like other nationall- 
ties, and to even a greater extent, Chill would 
benefit by the opening of direct communica.- 
tion with this country, and the shortening of 
the European voyage, and for this reason the 
majority of the Chiljans, Chilenos, as they 
are generally called, are in favor of the 
charter, and will, it necessary, aid the project- 
ors. But a very influential minority is op- 
posed to the scheme, not because its great ad- 
vantages are doubted, but because the cutting 
of the isthmus would give Peru a chance to 
recover from the terrible condition into which 
itwas thrown by the Chilian war. Peru is 
naturally by far the richest and most 
fertile country in South America, and 
if it were,given a fair chance would easily out- 
strip all others. Its trade would be far more 
valuable to the United States than thatof any 
of the other western South American States, 
and the mere prospect of the opening of a di- 
rect line of communication would go far to 
dispel the present lethargy. 

RUINING A NATION. 

This, however, is not what the Chilians 
want, and for this reason many are inclined to 
oppose the canal. I was in Lima in November 
last for the first time in many years, 
and I shall not forget the impression 
which that once beautiful city, once called the 
City of Palaces, made upon me. Grass was 
growing in many of the streets, the houses 
which had been wrecked in the Ohilian and 
subsequent civil wars were unrepaired, and 
there seemed to be no signs ot activity any- 
where. The Chilians made war as it has 
never been waged during this century, not 
with the object of conquering the opposing 
armies, but of destroying the country. 
They are an ambitious and ag 
gressive err, proverbially known as 
the Yankees of the southern continent, and 
have long desired to obtain possession. of the 
Peruvian nitrate beds aud guano déposits, 
When the war broke ont the question as to 
whether Peru should be annexed bodily was 
warmly debated, but it was decided that such 
a step might lead to serious foreign complica- 
tions. The officers then set to work to so 
handle Peru that it would be Myra ek of its 
own . to fall into the hands of Ohill.

the payment of the heavy indemnity bond, 
and placing men in charge of affairs whose 
presence would be certain to bring on civil 
war. The measures taken were cruel, but 
excellently adapted to the end in view. To- 
day Peru is prostrate, and unless some new 
avenue of comfunication is opened with 
the great centers of commerce the 
country must ask for annexation to 
Chill, intense as is the hatred of the inbabit- 
ants toward their oppressors. The failure of 
the Panama Canal looked like a death blow to 
the hope of the independent existence of Peru, 
but if this Nicaraguan scheme goes through 
there is still a chance. For this reason we 
Americans are in high favor, and every step 
in the direction of cutting the isthmus is 
watched with the keenest interest. Every in- 
ducement will be held out to attract Amer - 
loan capital to the country and Peru will 
ladly become a practical dependency of the 
Jnited States. It isa chance such as seidom 
is offered, and the United States should not 
allow such an Papago. to secure a footing 
on a continent that sooner or later must be 
en by this country to slip through its 
neers.’’
